^""^""^pWhapi  particularly  because  of  the  interest 
aroused  ovrr  the  Lindbergh  kidnapping  tragedy, 
the  whole  trend  of  the  pubUclty  given  to  the 
MOTlrtm^""  trial  U  to  show  his  guilt.  Never  did 
the  fierce  light  of  .such  publicity  beat  upon  any 
trial  in  quite  the  same  way.  It  is  symptomatic  of 
the  American  people.  TKFTiewspapers  discuss 
 the  case  with  a  freedom  unknown  to  British  prac- 
tice. The  evidence  and  its  trend  is  reviewed  by 
radio  broadcaaters..  The  defence  lawyer  talks  to 
reporters  between  se.sslons  of  the  court  and  gives 
them  his  impresaions  of  the  evidence  submitted 
by  state  witnesses.  The  reports  run  into  millions 
of  words,  and  In  every  home  In  the  courtti-y  the 
details  of  the  trial  are  read  or  listened  to  with 
.  «Tid  and  oftwi  maudlin  interest. 

Flemlngton,  New  Jersey,  has  acquired  a  fame 
altogether  out  of  proportion  to  Its  place  in  the 
hegemtmy  of  small  towns.  It  is  this  publicity 
that  is  revelled  in  by  a  nation  which  is  exclUble 
'  to  a  degree.  Those  in  other  countries  who  read 
the  reports  of  the  trial  can  hardly  fail  to  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  stage  has  been  set  with 
designed  purpose,  perhaps  to  frighten  the  coterie 
oif  kidnappers  who  have  given  an  unenviable 
reputation  to  the  United  BUtcs'T'liere  la  an  ever- 
increasing  belief  that  Hauptmann  haa  al- 
ready been  convicted  in  the  public  mind 
without  the  formality  of  a  verdict.  In  the  pub- 
licity conceived  all  the  emphasis  is  laid  bri^he 
evidence  of  the  most  damnatory  chaiartrr  Be- 
cause of  the  barrage  laid  down  and  the  whole 
setting  of  the  drama  it  Is  doubtful  if  the  Jurors 
can  keep  their  heads  and  not  be  swayed  by  popular 
emotion.  It  must  be  dlfllcult  even  for  the  Judge 
to  maintain  a  Judicial  calm  because  of  the  manner 
in  which  publicity  plays  on  the  heartstrings  of 
the  populace.  It  is  a  spectacular  game,  not  un- 
tinged  with  a  certain  morbidity.  Amid  it  all  a 
man  la  on  trial  for  hi.s  life.  In  circumstances  such 
aa  these,  with  all  the  panoply  of  publicity  with 
>  which  the  case  is  being  Invested,  there  will  remain 
dispassionate  observers  who  will  continue  to 
wonder  if  the  character  of  the  proceedings  and

He 
haa  qMkea  ib  in  tiroi^  ^nnF  tliere  are  many 
who  characterise  his  reform  platform  as  Social- 
ist!^ and  Vk^  la  such  to  the  extent  that  it  means 
Inlerferenee  with  private  enterprise.  Mr.  Ben- 
nett has  the  undoubted  right  to  change  his  view- 
point on  ^the  trend  of  legislative  enactment.-  It 
was  only  a  short  time  ago.  when  eeonomle  deprtM 
slon  was  marked,  that  he  said  that  such  a  pro- 
gramme as  was  being  followed  in  tiie  United 
States  under  the  New  Deal  would  be  folly  for  this 
Dominion.  Now  he  Is  borrowing  planks  from  that 
programme,  and  at  a  time  when  the  clouds  of 
depression  are  Jtftiag  and  when  the  fortunes  of 
thl.s  country  In  the  economic  sen.'^e  are  more 
favorable  in  their  outlook  than  those  of  the  United 
States.  . 

It  Is  possible  that  Mr.  Bennett  has  been  carried 
away  on  a  wave  of  enthusiasm  wliich  haa  made 
him  a  victim  of  phrases.  It  is  conceivable,  too, 
that  when  the  actual  conditions  he  propo.ses  come 
to  be  embodied  in  legislation  they  will  be  found 
to  be  nothing  more  than  such  regulation  of  busi- 
ness as  Is  deemed  advi.sable  because  of  the  findings 
of  the  mass  buying  committee.  What  everyone 
Interested  In  the  future  of  the  Dominion  will 
hope  is  that  the  policies  to  be  implemented  during 
the  forthcoming  session  at  Ottawa  wlU  not 
hamper  recovery.  Some  of  the  troubles  of  the 
past  have  grown  out  of  too  much  shackling  legis- 
lation, the  incidence  of  which  has  promoted 
uncertainty  about  the  future.  Business  and  trade 
and  the  people  generally  must  have  an  intelligent 
appreciation  of  what  Is  likely  to  happen  before 
they  can  lay  their  plans  accordingly,  that  is  if 
they  are  to  be  plana  designed  along  the  Unes  of 
development.

A  DECLINING  AST 


A  writer  on  the  subject  of  "the  passing  of 
conversation,"  says  the  art  hks  lost  savor  in  these 
days,  "when  everybody  Is  In  a  hurry  and  a  flurry 
and  a  skurry."  There  are  some  definite  trends 
of  the  age  which  the  writer  in  question  says,  in 
The  Morning  r  •  .^re  to  blame  for  the  dlsap- 
pearat^e  of  the  art  of  conversation.  It  would 
be  impossible  now,  he  says,  to  restore  such  a 
peaceful  resort  for  thinking  aloud  as  the  circle 
of  Mile  LVspinaase.  It  would  be  brotcen  up  and 
blown  slcy-high  on  its  first  meeting  by  the  in- 
evltablp  cockt.Tll-shak'M-.  A  second  Johnson 
would  be  routed  by  a  fusillade  of  Martinis  and 
Manhattans.  In  the  old  days  the  writer  says 
men  could  be  w  i.sc  and  wily  oirshcrry  and  port, 
or  burgundy,  or  even  hocic;  "nay  he  who  drlnlis 
beer  and  thinks  beer  Is  often  worth  hearing: 

but  anything  .tavc  the  .sm.illcst  of  small-tallt  is 
Impossible'  in  the  brief  Intervals  between  ad- 
ministering Iced  lerlcs  to  the  stomachic  nerve." 

The  writer  in  The  Morning  Po.st  Is  not  compli- 
mentary to  women,  for  he  says  that  wherever 
those  of  that  sex  monopolize  an  art  it  degener- 
atp.s  Into  a  more  arcnnipU.shmrnt,  and  the  •'awful 
language  of  some  of  the  young  women  malces  it 
impossible  to  get  men  to  Join  in  conversation 
with  tlirm."  itnother  cau.so  of  the  waning  of 
conversation  as  an  art  Is  the  modern  predilec- 
tion for  "shop,"  especially  the  Jargon  of  games. 
His  proof  of  the  decline,  the  writer  .says,  is  found 
In  the  fact  that  it  Is  only  In  plays  and  novels  that 
good  talk  is  heard  or  overhead,  and  even  there 
a  falllng-off  can  be  noted. 

"Half  the  topics  of  conversation, '  said  Robert 

-LoulaJUeienson.  "may  be  reduced  to  three;  that 
I  am  I,  that  you  are  you.  and  that  there  are  other 
people  dimly  understood  to  be  not  quite  the  same 
aa  either."  The  gossip  these  topics  now  engender 
"while  contalnlnK  tlie  touch  of  111-luimor  tluit 
makes  the  whole  world  of  women  Icln,  is  less  witty 
than  it  was."  It  is  not  so  much  that  professional 
talkers  have  di,>;appeared  so  fnr  ns  they  u.sed  to 
play  a  role  in  the  art  of  conversation;  It  is  that 
social  Intercourse,  despite  the  spread  of  educa- 
tion, has  almost  gone  Into  the  dl.'^card  People 
no  longer  seem  to  have  time  to  cultivate  the  art 
nf  talking  well  Ui  a  conywsatlewal  wayr  nfrhere 
they  .study  talk  It  in  with  the  desire  to  expound  to 
their  feilowmen  from'  the  platform.  Where 
|here  used  to  beronversationalists  there  are  now 

'fcltturers  The  craze  for  talk  as  such  is  on  the 
Increase,  the  desire  for  pursuit  of  conversation 
Is  on  the  decline.  Probably  the  simplest  explana- 
tion Ls  that  nobody  has  time  to  listen  to  anybody 
else,  being  over-anxious  to  say  what  they  have 
to  say  ttoaaaelves.

Once  introduce  politics  Into  the  administration 
of  the  law  and  the  law  cornea  into  disrepute  In 
the  discussion  about  the  Vancouver  Police  Com- 
mission, It  is  not  the  direct  operation  of  the  law 
that  la  Involved,  but  there  is  that  principle  ger- 
mane to  the  matter.  A  police  commission  gives 
form  and  direction  to  the  activity  of  p^leies  de- 
signed to  protect  society.  In  Vancouver,  the  dis- 
missal of  a  police  magistrate  and  a  County  Court 
Judge  to  satisfy  the  whims  of  a  neWly^lected 
mayor  establishes  a  dangerous  precedent  and 
gives  insecurity  to  a  system  that  has  a  bearing 
upon  the  administration  of  law  itself.  This  is 
recognized  by  the  Vancouver  Bar  As.soclatlon  and 
that  organization  has  asked  for  the  reinstate- 
ment on  the  Police  Commission  of  Messrs.  W.  M. 
McKay  and  J.  A.  Flndlay.  It  is  too  much  to  ex- 
pect that  this  course  will  be  adopted.  That  does 
not  mean,  however,  that  there  is  any  legitimate 
Justification  for  their  dismLssal 

It  is  not  often  that  a  Bar  Association  makes  its 
voice  felt  in  a  matter  of  this  iclnd.  When  it  does 
there  Is  obviously  something  at  fault.  That  asso- 
ciation recognizes  that  Mayor  G.  G.  McGeer,  of

Sometimes  a  director  is 
prone  to  receive  too  much  praise 
and  too  much  recognition  for  the 
work  done  by  v>  in.stitiitlon,  but  I 
want  to  say  publicly  that  the  record 
of  the  observatory  here  eould  not 
have  been  maintained  without  the 
loyalty  and  the  enthu.'.ia.sm  .'>hown 
by  my  colleaKur.s  .siikc  the  e-nt.il)- 
llsJlmcnt  of  the  observatory.  He 
referred  to  the  work  of  the  present 
staff  and  to  t^  labors  of  Dr.  L.  K. 
Yoimg,  who  Is  now  In  Toronto,  and 
to  hl.s  own  .<;on.  H.  H.  Pln-ketf.  now 
director  of  the  ob.vrvalory  at  Ox- 
ford. 

DIVINE  GUIDANCE 

Regarding  his  own  success,  Di*. 
Pla.skcll  declared  'I  have  boon 
graciously  guided  m  m.\  worli  by  Uie 
hand  of  Uivlne  I'roMdciicc.  With- 
out His  aid  and  guidance,  I  never 
would,  have  been  able  to  accomplish 
what  I  have  done  m  iny  chosen  pro- 
fession. He  paid  a  thivahou.^  trib- 
ute to'  Mrs.  Pla.';kelL  when  he  In- 
sisted she  rise  and  receive  her  sliare 
of  the  honor  being  paid  to  him.  The 
act  was  vigorously  applauded. 

Dr.  Plaxkelt'a  address  topic  waj> 
OMO^Wlth  which  he  l.s  ni(>.sl  fainiliar 
and  to  which  he  lia.s  dcvot/<d  a  num- 
ber of  years  of  study.  '  The  Dimen- 
sions Of  tlic  Galaxy, '  only  he,  hid 
the  Aubject  under  the  more  eom- 
monplao:  title  of  The  Puri>ose  of 
Modern  A-stroiionv,  He  did  say 
.something  about,  the  purpase  of 
niodern  astronomy  and  admitted 
that  the  often  repeated  question, 
"what  use  is  astroncMny?"  was  one 
very  difficult  to  ana^rer  and  Im- 
possible in  a  few  words.  "There  Is," 
he  said,  no  practical  use  of  astron- 
omy," and  then  qualified,  the  as- 
tlon  by  adding  "at  the  present 
time. "  He  said  that  at  liresent  he 
could  not  see  any  econoin.rnl  appli- 
cation for  ajstronomv.  but  theio  was 
still  a  pw.slbllity.  The  .study  of  the 
universe  has  yielded  a  great  deal  of 
knowledge.. 

SOMF,  SI  PKRSTlTIONS 
He  mentioned  some  of  the  old- 
(Ime  superstitions,  and  then  humor- 
ously remarked.  ,." We  do  not  have 
to  go  very  far  In  our  own  lives  to 
find  similar  superstitions.  I  refer 
now  to  the  ^loroficope.s  you  see  in  tiic 
daily  tiewspaper.s,  and  find  people 
who  believfe  the  planets  and  tlv? 
stars  have  sooiethliig  to  do_  with 
their  dally  Uvea.  It  l.s  a  sad  com- 
mentary on  our  present  civilization 
that  there  are  ,so  many  peoplf'WhO 
belle\v.  in  .such  nibbi.sh  '  " 

On  the  ba.si.s  generally  gnd 
readUy  accepted,  that  there  Is  no 
finality  to  science.  Dr.  Plaskett 
traced  the  development  of  Uie  «T\idy 
of  the  Galaxy,  known  to  the  layman 
aa  the  "milky  way,"  that  dense 
series  of  stars,  froih  the  beginning 
to  the  present  time.  This  study  has 
been  a  apeclalty  with*  Dr.  Plaskett 
for  a  nUfftUif  df  years,  and  so  Im- 
portant l.s  hl.s  contribution  t/i  that 
ph&sr  of  astronomy,  he  has  been 
a.skpd  to  present  a  paper  at  Oxford 
this  Spring. 

fkrruHn  galaxy 

Dr  Plasltett  interested  the  jnie.st:^ 
with  a  general  outline  of  the  im- 
mense distanrei  of  the  tmlverse  and 
the  method  of  measurement  of  light 
yean,  thr  vtOt  method  by  which 
such  enomioiLs  di.^iaii<  r-,  ran  be 
mea-sured.  He  also  explained  some 
of  the  present  known  dl.'tances  of 
the  galaxy  family,  t^e  thickness 
and  the  diameter  of  the  whole  of 
the  galaxy  as  aeecpted  by  astro- 
nomical authorities.
